For several hours Sunday the river 
was stationary at 64 8 feet, but the 
weather bureau officials

fact, announcing that the news from 
up the river indicated that the river 
here would go up to at least 66 and 
perhaps 67 feet within the next 36 
hours, The rise cut off approaches to 
foot bridges across the river, isolating 
most of the people on the Kentucky 
side of the river. Some of those in 
Covington were still able to cross over 
the railroad bridges, but Newport was 
almost whollv cut off, and sections of 
Covington, 
Bellevue, 
Ludlow and 


Bromley were suffering from the back- 
waters. Strenuous efforts were made 
to avoid serious interruption to street 
railway traffic, but the isolation of the 
bridges prevented a Continuance of 
the car lines to Cincinnati, and there 
were long stretches along the Ken- 
tucky side of the river where the cars 
were unable to pass. In the east end 
of Cincinnati the car service was so 
badly crippled that half a dozen trans- 
fers were necessary to go a few 
blocks, passengers being compelled to 
climb around the Inundated sections. 
All the railroads on both *ldes ot the 
river, except two line*, continue to 
•utter from lack of terminal facilities.

Fowler, Ind., Jan. 21.—At least 16 


persons were crushed or burned to 
death In the collision on the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis rail- 
road, between the Queen City special 
and a freight train. Ten persons were 
seriously injured and several more 
slightly hurt The passp-'ger train 
was running at a speed of 50 miles an 
hour, and consisted of a combination 
coach, three Pullman sleepers and a 
private car.

They 
have cargoes. For hours the gale 
swept the water front, tearing every- 
thing that stood in its path.

and doing serious damage; smoke- 
stacks and buildings of lighter con- 
structlonwere blown down like pepper 
boxes, but so far no casualties have 
been reported.

killed. No passengers were hurt. The 
flyer was the express from Atlantic 
City to Camden, and It had just passed 
Blue Anchor when the explosion came 
without warning. The cause will never 
be known, for the lifeless forms of 
engineer and firemen were found in 
the debris. Clark, it Is said, was off 
duty, and was returning bo his home 
In Camden.

There was noticeable in the air a pen- 
etrating odor of burning flesh as they 
worked. There was no efficient water 
supply to fight the flames, and the bit- 
ter cold added to the suffering. One 
thousand feet of the track was torn 
up and a great hole shows where the 
powder car stood. This car was being 
hauled from Concord Junction, Mass., 
to East Alton, 111., and contained 500 
kegs of powder. 


According to trainmen 
of . the 


freight, the explosion of the powder 
was caused by the concussion made 
by the passing passenger train, which 
was slowing down.fo'r the Sandford 
station. 
Another theory Is that gas 


escaping from an oil pipe line near by 
entered the car containing the powder, 
and a spark from the passing engine 
ignited the gas. The belief was ex- 
pressed by one or two persons that 
the disaster was, due to the act of a 
tramp or an intoxicated man who "may 
have fired a shot Into the car.

Of the Trial of Harry Thaw AnticV 


pated by the Wise Ones. 


New York, Jan. 21.—With the long- 


expected trial of Harry Thaw only a 
few days away, there is still a feeling 
in usually well informed circles that 
something may yet happen to put an 
abrupt end to the proceedings. The 
great 
pressure which 
has 
been 


brought to bear upon the prisoner to 
permit a request for the appointment 
of a lunacy commission, the authenti- 
cated statements from a number of 
alienists who -have examined Thaw in 
the Tombs, who pronounced him irre- 
sponsible; the arrival of his titled sis- 
ter, the Countess of Yarmouth, who is 
said to have more influence with the 
brother than any other member of the 
family, all tend to keep the followers 
of the case on the aleit for a new and 
sudden development. 


Tie -trial of Thaw was set down 


to begin this morning in the criminal 
branch of the supreme court, and he 
accordingly was presented formally at 
the bar. But Justice .Tolyi J. Fitzsror^1 
aid had another case pending. In the* 
meantime 200 talesmen, members of a 
special jury panel drawn for the Tbaw 
trial, will have to await the call of th? 
court. This large jury list has been 
selected with the greatest of care. 


Intent upon being tried upon th° 


merits of his case, no one beyond the 
prisoner, his intimate relations and 
present counsel knows what the de- 
fense will have to offer in justification 
of Thaw's act. Much has been sa;<l 
about "the unwritten law" in connrc 
tion with the Thaw case, but how far 
the testimony will go (oward influenc- 
ing a jury on such a plea remains to 
be seen.
